The Act has worked smoothly 
ginee its inception. Experience 
quickly ‘showed its: faults and 
shortcomings, its scope and use- 
fulness have both been increased. 
Prior to its coming into force the 
majority of the poor in Great 
Britain: had’ no hope of receiving 
adequate medical ‘care, if unfor-: 
tunate enough to: fall sick. The 
old! Friendly Societies which 
preceded: the Act, and which were 
largely absorbed. by it — only 
provided: for a limited number 
of the provident’ poor who saw 
fit to join, them as members. The 


‘provisiéns were also” very inferior’ 


to those offered the Act. More- 
over, the Act was compulsory 
and:.every: worker was abliged: to 
come under its authority. - 


The cost of its. maintenance is 
met by a small weekly contri- 
bution deducted from the wage 
of the worker, a larger one from 
the employer and a State grant 
from the Exchequer. 


In 1919, just after the Great 


War, a new government depart- - 


ment was established, known as 
the Ministry of Health. It controls . 
the’ administration of all the 
Health Acts, including the super— 
vision of every Medical. Officer of 
Health in the country. This. con- 
trol is decentralised. and ts locally 
vested in the Corporations, Coun~ 
ty Councils, and every urban and 
rural district council throughout 
the Kingdom. The costs 
met out of the local rates, supple~ 
mented by an anual grant out of 
general taxation determined by 
the Ministry itself. 


‘Each local authority is com- 
posed of members whose numbers- 
vary according to the size of the 
population of the area they con- 
trol, - .

‘Behind that notice is a story of 
great interest to the whole world: 
the story of the defence of West- 
minster Abbey against air attack. 

No natiqnal shine in England, 
and few in the world, can be com- 
pared with the Abbey. Jeremy. 
Taylor called it an “acre sown 
with' royal seed;” but it is not only 
a cemetery af kings, it.is the place 
where statesmen, poets, writers, 

artists and inventors have been 
given national burial. 

To be buried in the Abbey is the 
Jast tribute the nation can. offer 
to a great man. 

The Abbey is also the cradle of 
Parliamentary Government. The 
- Hoyse of Commons struggled in 

_ Infancy, and grew up, in the: 
‘Chapter Hause’ of the Abbey. In 
that place it met until 1547, when
